WIDEN  THE  SALIENT 

"To  the  last  dollar  and  the  last  drop  of  blood!"  So  we  declare  our  de- 
termination to  spare  nothing  in  our  resistance  to  the  Hunnish  hordes.  Do  we 
mean  it?  We  do!  But  what  do  we  mean  by  it?  Merely,  it  is  to  be  feared, 
that  we  will  make  the  supreme  sacrifice  if  it  is  forced  upon  us  by  disaster. 
Are  we  willing  to  submerge  self  and  make  it  now  so  that  disaster  may  not  be 
our  portion?  On  our  answer  to  this  hinges  the  length  of  this  war  and  per- 
haps its  ultimate  outcome.  It's  not  the  sacrifice  you  make  but  when  you 
make  it  that  counts.  In  every  losing  game  that  has  been  played  since  the 
beginning  of  the  world,  the  loser  gave  more  and  more  as  the  game  went 
against  him,  but  always  too  late.  The  pity  of  it  all!  Tremendous  sacrifice 
and  defeat  his  portion.  Here  we  are  face  to  face  with  the  arch  enemy  of 
civilization,  of  humanity,  of  God.  There  is  no  question  of  his  great  power, 
of  his  ruthlessness  or  of  what  his  victory  means.  Every  man's  mind  is  open 
to  it  all  and  yet  we  are  doling  out,  a  little  at  a  time,  what  we  mean  to  give, 
which  we  must  give,  to  make  such  a  victory  impossible.  We  take  a  month  to 
subscribe  to  a  loan  which  should  be  oversubscribed  the  first  day.  We  haggle 
over  profits,  wages,  what  the  character  of  our  service  should  be.  Not  our 
country's  need  but  our  own  satisfaction  or  glory  is  too  often  the  governing 
factor  in  making  our  decisions.  What  does  this  mean?  Don't  make  any 
mistake.  It  means  that  we  are  still  putting  self  and  self-interest  above  our 
duty  to  our  country,  to  humanity.  We've  got  to  give  and  give  all  before  we 
are  through.     Why  not  give  It  now? 

You  answer  that  it  takes  time  and  failure  to  educate  a  people  to  make  the 
supreme  sacrifice.  True.  All  the  more  reason  why  the  educated  men,  col- 
lege men,  Lehigh  men,  men  who  realize  the  vital  needs  of  the  hour,  should 
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make  every  effort  and  sacrifice  now  and  show  the  way  to  the  others.  "We  are 
not  worthy  of  the  greater  opportunities  that  have  been  ours  if  we  don't 
measure  up  to  the  responsibilities  such  opportunities  entail.  Only  when  we 
can  truthfully  say  we  have  left  no  stone  unturned  in  our  efforts  to  be  of 
service,  when  we  have  made  every  sacrifice  and  have  seen  to  it  that  every 
organ  over  which  we  have  any  control  is  functioning  in  a  way  to  give  the 
maximum  result,  can  we  say  "we  are  doing  our  part."  Our  share  does  not 
depend  on  what  another  does  or  can  do.  It  is  measured  only  by  our  own 
possibilities. 

This  Association  of  yours  is  trying  to  help  the  University  in  securing  and 
training  young  men  for  our  Government  service.  Lehigh  has  furnished  800 
trained  men  to  the  Army  and  Navy  and,  God  helping  us,  we  will  keep  our 
complement  full.  We  are  working  with  the  University  authorities  tc  help 
when  and  where  we  can  in  their  magnificent  efforts  to  utilize  in  war  service 
the  teaching  staff,  equipment,  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  University.  We 
are  securing  Lehigh  men  for  Government  departments,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and 
private  enterprises  doing  Government  work.  We  are  keeping  track  of  our 
•boys  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  compiling  their  records,  offering  to  aid  them, 
preparing  to  stand  back  of  them  during  this  war  and  to  find  them  positions 
when  they  come  out  of  it.  Don't  you  suppose  it  means  a  lot  to  them  to  know 
that  in  spite  of  all  the  demands  the  war  is  making  on  every  man's  time  and 
money,  twice  as  many  Lehigh  men  are  in  the  Association  as  were  in  when 
the  war  broke  out,  especially  when  they  know  that  the  reason  for  it  is  that 
every  loyal  Lehigh  man  is  feeling  the  call  to  swing  into  line  behind  its  fight- 
ing men?  But  it  is  not  enough  to  hear  the  call.  You  must  answer  it. 
Hundreds  of  good  Lehigh  men  have  so  far  failed  to  do  so.  We  need  them 
and  on  their  action  may  depend  the  success  or  failure  of  our  efforts.  Now 
what  are  you  doing  to  help  Lehigh  do  her  full  share  WTe  have  launched  our 
attack.  We  have  made  a  break  and  driven  a  wedge  into  the  enemy's  line. 
But  our  position  is  a  salient  that  is  hard  to  hold  and  is  of  little  value  unless 
developed  further.  Are  you  in  the  reserve?  Hear  the  call  then.  More  men 
there!     Lehigh!     Widen  the  salient! 

The  possibilities  of  this  work  are  great.  They  are  limited  merely  by  the 
number  of  men  who  will  heed  the  call.  Sooner  or  later  you  will  all  be  in,  but 
meanwhile  some  measure  of  success  is  being  lost  through  your  delay.  I  know 
you  are  spending  yourself  fully  and  freely  in  our  country's  service.  But  if 
there  is  one  channel  of  effort  to  which  we  can  contribute  which  his  not  flow- 
ing swiftly  and  strongly  we  have  failed  in  our  duty.  How  much  more  have  we 
failed,  if  our  college,  which  can  only  function  properly  through  the  efforts  of 
Lehigh  men,  fails  to  do  its  full  part  because  half  the  Alumni,  a  quarter  of 
them  or  even  one  of  them,  fails  to  support  its  efforts.  And  what  about  our  boys 
on  the  firing  line.  What  greater  duty  do  we  owe  them  than  that  of  helping  to 
keep  up  the  courage  and  morale  of  these  comrades  of  ours  at  the  front?  Are 
the  bleachers  to  sit  silent  while  the  great  game  is  on?  When  our  team  is 
beaten  back  and  is  fighting  under  the  shadow  of  its  own  goal  posts,  is  there 
to  be  no  encouraging  shout  from  those  of  us  on  the  side  lines"  Fight,  Le- 
high, Fight!  Can't  you  see  their  backs  stiffen,  the  fire  flash  in  their  eyes  as 
they  hear  the  booming  yell  from  5000  Lehigh  throats?  Are  you  one  of  us? 
Does  your  voice  go  to  make  up  the  war  cry  that  will  reach  from  old  South 
Mountain  to  the  front-line  trenches  in  France?  Or  are  you  the  kind  that 
says,  "Oh,  let  them  fight.  I've  got  something  else  to  do  this  afternoon.  Be- 
sides I  want  to  save  my  voice  to  serenade  the  Fern  Sems"  ?  God  help  you  if 
you  are  that  brand  of  a  human.  Not  that  I  believe  He  will.  I  merely  men- 
tion it  in  passing.  My  real  prayer  is  that  He  strengthen  the  arms  and  hearts 
of  our  fighting  men  and  make  us  willing  to  play  our  part  and  be  worthy  of 
their  great  sacrifice. 
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From  Our  New  Alumni  President 

An  Open  Letter  to  Alumni  Not  in  the  Service. 

Today  our  Alumni  are  divided,  broadly,  into  two  groups, — those  who 
are  in  War  Service  and  those  who  are  not. 

But  the  burden  of  "carrying-  on"  belongs  to  all.  Therefore  those  of  us 
who  because  of  age  or  other  handicaps  cannot  directly  enlist  in  the  world 
struggle  should  be  prepared  and;  glad  to  help  in  such  other  ways  as  may  be 
feasible.     And  surely  we  must  help  our  brother  Alumni  who  are  in. 

If  any  Alumnus  has  hitherto  not  seen  clearly  a  worth-while  objective  in 
the  Association  work  of  today  let  him,  consider  the  present  possibilities. 

In  the  last  analysis  the  final  decision  in  this  great  World-War  is  going 
to  be  won  by  that  which  is  Good,  that  which  is  the  best  of  us, — the  high 
spirit  of  man.  Of  course  "men,  money  and  food"  are  vital  factors  always, 
and  the  bitter  struggle  will  sway  one  way  and  another  for  many  weary  days 
to'  come,  with  temporary  gains  or  losses  for  each  side.  But,  mark  you,  the 
inherent  power  of  Right,  of  right-thinking  and  right  living  must  win  and 
will  win  over  brute  force  no  matter  how  well  that  force  is  backed  by  ma- 
chine-made— but  soul-less — efficiency. 

A  big  duty  for  us  who  are  left  over  here,  therefore  is  to  strengthen  and 
sustain  in  every  way  possible  the  character,  the  morale,  of  our  men  over 
there.  That  character  and  morale  have  already  won  the  highest  praise  of 
the  Allied  observers  who  have  the  opportunity  to  watch  it.  It  has  amazed 
and  astounded  both  the  French  and  English  high-command. 

Ours  is  the  job  to  help  maintain  this  high  standard,  and,  all  of  us  can 
and  should  cooperate  in  some  way  tr-  that  end.  The  job  is  big  enough  and 
worthy  enough  to  engage  us  all. 

Here,  however,  is  my  suggestion,  in  just  one  of  the  fields  of  possible  en- 
deavor:— that  our  Association  undertake  definitely  the  task  of  writing  cheer- 
ing, interesting  letters  regularly  and  frequently  to  each  Lehigh  man  in  the 
Service. 

The  letters  Okey  has  already  published  in  the  Bulletin  show  how  eager 
the  men  all  are  for  news  from  Lehigh  and  Lehigh  friends, — "news  from 
home".  And  we  have  it  from  Raymond  Fosdick,  (Chairman,  Commission 
on  Training  Camp  Activities)  himself,  as  well  as  from  others  in  close  touch, 
that  frequent  personal  letters  from  the'  U.  S.  A.  are  amongst  the  veriest  es- 
sentials for  keeping  up  the  spirits  and  courage  of  our  fighters. 

After  all  is  said  a  great  many  of  us  hereabouts  are  doing  little,  really, 
to  help  in  this  tremendous  all-encompassing  affair.  Raying  our  War  taxes, 
or  making  some  absolutely  safe  income-assuring  investments  in  Liberty 
Bonds,  is  all  right;  but  we  must  go  further.  All  accounts  agree  that  those 
who  actually  go  over  are  the  only  ones  who  fully  realize  or  appreciate  the 
hundreds  of  good  reasons  there  are  for  us  to  get  into  this  thing  with  all  our 
heart  and  soul.  The  answer  to  the  question:  "What  are  you  sacrificing"  is 
the  only  real  measure  of  what  you  personally  are  doing  or  how  much  you 
are  aiding. 

Now,  who  will  do  this  much  more,  even  at  some  sacrifice  of  time  and 
effort?  Who  will  enroll  with  Okey  and  myself  to  start  this  letter- writing 
campaign  and  to  do  some  work  regularly  to  make  it  the  power  for  good  that 
it.  can  be?  Who  will  help  our  men,  and  through  them  the  Great  Cause,  in 
this  way?

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CAMP  COPPEE 

Army  Camp  Opens  at  Lehigh  University  to  Train  Drafted 
and  Enlisted  Men  for  General  Pershing 

During  the  winter  there  came  a  call  from  General  Pershing-  for  specially 
trained  men  to  act  as  locomotive  engineers  and  firemen,  telegraphers,  electri- 
cians, carpenters,  machinists,  automobile  mechanics,  road  builders,  etc.  To 
help  fill  this  need'  it  was  decided  to  open  army  vocational  schools  at  all  ap- 
proved technical  colleges.  A  year  ago  Lehigh's  Trustees  and  Faculty  by 
unanimous  action  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  "War  Department,  our  teach- 
ing force  and  equipment,  so  naturally  Lehigh  was  chosen  as  the  site  of  one  of 
these  schools.  Dr.  Drinker  and  Dr.  Emery  have  worked  hard  with  the  aid  of 
the  Faculty  and  the  entire  staff  of  the  University,  in  preparing  for  this  camp. 
The  courses  weer  arranged.  The  aid  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Rea|ding  Railroad 
Company  was  secured,  who  have  placed  their  demonstration  car  here  in  Beth- 
lehem under  the  charge  of  their  regular  demonstrator  Mr.  A.  W.  Deal,  who 
will  give  the  men  instruction  in  the  practical  handling  of  locomotives,  and 
the  Railroad  Company  are  arranging  in  addition  to  the  instruction  given  in 
this  Air-brake  car  and  about  the  round-house,  to  take  the  men,  as  third  men 
on  runs  on  the  line.  The  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company  will  cooperate 
with  Professor  Wilson  in  the  practical  training  of  the  men  assigned  to  rail- 
road, track  work,  and  a  number  of  firms  in  Allentown  doing  electrical  work, 
will  cooperate  with  Professor  Esty  in  giving  the  men  assigned  as  electricians 
practice  in  their  works  and  shops.  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company, 
under  the  direction  of  their  plant  engineer,  Mr.  Robert  E.  Chetwood,  E.  E. 
'95,  are  actively  cooperating  with  the  Department  of  Physics  in  advising  and 
in  furnishing  telegraph  instructors  to  aid  in  the  training  of  telegraphers  in 
the  use  of  the  International  Code.  All  this  work  to  be  supplemented  by 
classroom  exercises  in  the  various  subjects  in  the  University's  buildings  under 
the  care  and  supervision  of  instructors  in  the  different  departments. 

The  baseball  cage  has  been  transformed  into  a  model  barracks  with  a 
well  appointed  lavatory,  containing  showers,  toilets,  and  washstands,  in  a 
lean  to  at  the  west  end  of  the  cage.  "King  George"  is  feeding  the  soldiers  at 
the  Commons,  Drown  Hall  is  their  Y.  M.  C.  A.  hut,  and  the  Athletic  Associ- 
ation has  furnished  complete  athletic  equipment  and  turned  over  the  upper 
field  for  their  games  and  drill.  The  camp  has  been  named  Camp  Coppee  in 
honor  of  our  first  president,  Colonel  Henry  Coppee,  who  was  a  graduate  of 
West  Point  and  served  in  the  Mexican  War. 

On  May  6,  at  3:30  p.m.,  the  camp  was  formally  opened  by  the  unfurl- 
ing of  a  beautiful  flag,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Henry  Coppee.  The  flag  was  raised 
to  the  top  of  the  5  5  foot  flag  pole  by  Sergeants  Grainger  and  Newell  of  Camp 
Crane,  (Allentown),  the  bugles  being  sounded  by  Buglers  Rutan  and  Ness. 
Then  Chaplain  S.  N.  Kent  of  the  University  offered  a  dedicatory  prayer.  Dr. 
Drinker  followed  in  a  short  speech  turning  over  the  camp  to  the  com 
mandant,  Captain  Wlalter  Channing,  who  with  Lieutenants  Roberts  M.  Og- 
den,  Jr.,  E.  H.  Gish,  and  George  W.  Krug,  and  Surgeon  W.  S.  Chamberlain, 
form  the  staff  of  Camp  Copp6e.  Captain  Channing  expressed  the  pleasure  of 
himself  and  staff  in  the  splendid  facilities  offered'  them  for  the  work  in  hand. 
"There  is  no  barracks  in  the  country  that  surpasses  the  one  our  men  have 
prepared  for  them  here,  for  their  meals  they  have  a  wonderful  mess  hall  in  the 
College  Commons,  while  for  recreation  surely  no  camp  ever  had  a  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
building  like  Drown  Memorial  Hall.  Their  60  days  at  Lehigh  will  long  be  re- 
membered by  these  men  who  can  never  hope  to  again  have  such  accomo- 
dations and  surroundings  while  in  army  service."  A  short  reception  by  the 
officers  to  the  Faculty  followed.     The  headquarters  for  the     officers,     by    the 
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way,  is  in  the  brick  house  owned  by  the  University  and  located  adjacent  to 
the  barracks  and  immediately  south  of  the  end  of  the  Taylor  Gymnasium. 

During  the  night  of  May  6,  the  embryo  soldiers  began  to  arrive,  and  by 
noon  on  May  7,  almost  200  were  in  camp.  These  men  were  all  "rookies"sent  to 
Lehigh  direct  from  the  draft  boards  in  Virginia  and  West  Virginia.  On  May 
9,  sixty  more  men'  from  Camp  Dix  and  Camp  Upton  detailed  from  engineer 
regiments  arrived.  These  are  the  ones  to  be  trained  as  locomotive  drivers 
and  firemen,  and  were  chosen  because  of  previous  experience  fitting  them 
for  this  work.  The  work  to  be  done  by  our  departments  with  these  first  2  50 
men  is  substantially  as  follows: 

The  Depatrment  of  Mechanical  Engineering  will  train  men  as  loco- 
motive drivers  and  firemlen.  The  Department  of  Physics  will  train  others 
as  telegraphers.  The  Department  of  Electricity  will  train  men  as  electricians. 
The  civil  Engineering  Department  will  train  men  as  railroad  track  supervi- 
sors and  others  as  road  builders.  At  the  end  of  60  days  their  course  at  Le- 
high will  be  completed,  and  their  places  will  be  taken  by  another  (detach- 
ment who  also  will  receive  60  days  tarining. 

So  opens  the  first  army  camp  at  Lehigh.  We  have  been  ready  for  it  and 
are  ready  for  anything  and  everything  else  the  Goverment  asks  us  to  do. 
Greatly  we  hope  that  by  next  Fall  an  army  officer  may  be  assigned  to  us  as 
Professor  of  a  course  in  Military  Science,  and  that  we  may  be  able  to  conduct 
such  a  course  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  and  train  undergraduates  in  mili- 
tary science  as  well  as  engineering  so  as  to  prepare  them  to  serve  as  officers 
upon  graduation.  Our  Faculty  have  all  our  courses  so  arranged  that,  at  a 
day's  notice,  we  will  be  ready  for  the  advent  of  such  an  officer  and  can  in- 
stitute, without  the  slightest  friction  or  delay,  such  a  course  in  Military 
Training  and  Science;  the  present  indications  from  Washington  are  that  mili- 
tary training  will  be  instituted  at  Lehigh  for  and  during  the  next  scholastic 
year.  The  following  notice  from  the  War  Department  shows  that  military 
drill  at  least  will  be  instituted  ^at  Lehigh  next  fall. 


MILITARY  INSTRUCTION  AT  LEHIGH 

Students  Next  Fall  Will  be  in  Uniform 

Immediately  on  receipt  of  the  appended  letter  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment Dr.  Drinker  posted  a  note  that  while  enlistments  would  be  voluntary, 
military  instruction  would  be  compulsory  upon  all  students  unless  physically 
incapacitated.  Therefore  when  college  opens  in  September  Lehigh  will  be- 
come for  the  period  of  the  war  a  military  college. 

War  Department 

Washington  May  8,  1918. 

To  the  Presidents  of  all  institutions  of  collegiate  grade. 
Dear  Sirs: 

In  order  to-  provide  military  instruction  for  the  college  students  of  the 
country  during  the  present  emergency,  a  comprehensive  plan  will  be  put  in 
effect  by  the  War  Department,  beginning  with  the  next  college  year,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1918.  The  details  remain  to  be  worked  out,  but  in  general  the  plan 
will  be  as  follows: 

Military  instruction  under  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the 
Army  will  be  provided  in  every  institution  of  college  grade,  which  enrolls 
for  the  instruction  10  0  or  more  able-bodied  students  over  the  age  of 
eighteen. ,  The  necessary  military  equipment  will,  so  far  as  possible,  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Government.  There  will  be  created  a  military  training  unit  in 
each  institution.  Enlistment  will  be  purely  voluntary  but  all  students  over 
the  age  of  eighteen  will  be  encouraged  to  enlist.  The  enlistment  will  consti- 
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tute  the  student  a  member  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  liable  to  active 
duty  at  the  call  of  the  President.  It  will  not,  however,  he  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  call  the  members  of  the  training  units  until  they  have  reached 
the  age  of  twenty-one,  unless  urgent  military  necessity  compels  an  earlier 
call.  Students  under  eighteen  and  therefore  not  legally  eligible  for  enlist- 
ment, will  be  encouraged  to  enroll  in  the  training  units.  Provisions  will 
be  made  for  Co-ordinating  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  system, 
which  exists  in  about  one-third  of  the  collegiate  institutions,  with  the 
broader  plan. 

This  new  policy  aims  to  accomplish  a  two-fold  object;  first,  to  develop 
as  a  great  military  asset  the  large  body  of  young  men  in  the  colleges;  second, 
to  prevent  unnecessary  and  wasteful  depletion  of  the  colleges  through  indis- 
criminate volunteering,  by  offering  to  the  students  a  definite  and  immediate 
military  status. 

Eater  announcement  will  be  made  of  the  details  of  the  new  system.  In 
the  meantime,  presidents  of  collegiate  institutions  are  requested  to  call  this 
matter  to  the  attention  of  all  their  students.  Those  -who  do  not  gradu- 
ate this  spring  should  be  urged  to  continue  their  education  and  take  advan- 
age  of  this  opportunity  to  serve  the  nation. 

I  trust  that  the  policy  above  stated  'will  have  your  support  and  co- 
operation.

National    Convention   of    the    Military   Training 
Camps  Association  of  the  United  States 

This  great  country-wide  Association,  of  which  President  Drinker  has 
been  the  head  since  its  foundation  in  September,  1913,  held  a  convention  and 
conference  on  March  15  and  16,  at  Chicago,  which  was  attended  by  delegates 
from  all  over  the  country,  particularly  from  the  Middle  States  and  the  Wes- 
tern and  Southwestern  States.     Dr.  Drinker  presided  as  Chairman. 

"While  the  holding  of  the  Summer  Military  Training  Camps,  or- 
iginally organized  for  University  and  College  students,  and  extended 
in  the  summers  of  1915  and  191C  tc  business  and  professional  men, 
was  necessarily  discontinued  during  the  past  summer,  the  Reserve  Offi- 
cers' Training  Camps  being  substituted  for  them,  the  organization  has 
devoted  itself  in  a  very  energetic  and  live  way  to  the  promotion  of 
patriotic  efforts  in  support  of  the  War  Department  in  war  matters. 
In  1917  almost  the  entire  recruiting  for  the  first  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Camps  was  done  at  the  offices  of  the  Association  throughout 
the  country,  and  the  influence  of  the  Association  is  now  being  thrown 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  System  of  Universal  Compulsory  Mil- 
itary Training  and  Service.  Xo  better  cause  or  object  could  be  advo- 
cated. Our  country  will  never  be  militaristic  in  the  sense  in  which 
militarism  has  been  developed  in  Germany,  but  our  unprepared  condi- 
tion at  the  opening  of  the  present  war  is  bringing  home  to  our  people 
the   necessity   of   our   having   a   citizen^   trained   to   arms. 

Already  the  thousands  of  our  young  men  who  attended  the  train- 
ing camps  during  the  past  four  summers  have  gone  out  as  missionaries 
of  light  to  our  Country  to  preach  and  enforce  the  doctrine  of  prepared- 
ness, and  who  can  doubt  that  "when  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  our 
intelligent  young  men  who  serve  in  the  war  come  home,  they  will  take 
up  and  enforce  to  our  people  the  truth  that  war  is  a  business  that  can 
be  carried  on  successfully  only  by  men  duly  organized  and  duly  trained 
in   the   study  and   practice   of   war, — a   truth   and   lesson   that   our   Country 
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at  large  has  not  yet  learned,  despite  the  teachings  of  Upton,  and  of 
every  expert  and  statesman  who  has  ever  spoken  or  written  on  the 
subject.  We  are,  however,  as  a  nation,  beginning  to  learn  the  folly  of 
relying  on  the  expectation  of  the  springing  to  arms  of  a  million  un- 
trained citizens  f,or  our  defense,  and  that,  as  has  been  well  said, — "any 
attempt  to  employ  raw  levies  in  a  real  military  emergency  could  re- 
sult in  nothing  but  the  prompt  and  futile  annihilation  of  the  men  of 
whom    they    were    composed." 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  with  the  object  lesson  this  war  is 
giving  our  people  that  we  can  at  its  close  relapse  into  the  happy-go- 
lucky  passiveness  of  the  past,  but  even  self-evident  truths  often  need 
enforcement  for  their  general  adoption,  and  while  the  primary  objects 
for  which  the  Association  was  formed  are  in  abeyance, — for,  of  course, 
the  military  training  camps  will,  during  the  war,  take  the  place  of  ,the 
civilian  camps  of  1913  to  '16,  — the  promotion  of  the  great  principle 
of  universal  compulsory  military  training  and  service  is  a  national  patri- 
otic movement  bearing  promise  and  potency  of  such  great  national 
benefit  that  its  support  should  enlist  the  active,  continued,  and  untir- 
ing work  to  all  Americans.  This  is  a  work  that  legitimately  pertains  to  this 
first  organization  formed  to  promote  national  preparedness,  a  task  begun  in 
the  summer  camps  and  which  may  well  continue  by  giving  support  to  this 
movement  with  its  promise  of  benefit  to  our  young  men  in  the  lessons  of  dis- 
cipline, self-control  and  physical  training  that  military  camp  life  gives,  and 
the  promise  of  security  to  our  nation  that  will  come  when  we  have  in  fact, 
and  not  in  theory,  a  citizenry  trained  to  arms  and  adequate  in  number  to  in- 
sure our  land  against  aggression  and  to  enforce  the  maintenance  of  peace. 

Lehigh  may  well  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  she  has  from  the  first  been 
in  the  forefront  of  the  preparedness  movement, — a  movement  that  has  borne 
such  good  fruit  in  the  training  of  over  20,000  men  competent  to  take  posi- 
tions as  officers,  the  greater  portion  of  whom  are  now  serving  in  the  Army 
and  Xavy. 


AMERICAN  UNIVERSITY  UNION  IN  EUROPE 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  American  University  Union 
shows  a  great  increase  in  the  scope  and  value  of  the -work  which  is  being  done. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  features  of  entertainment  for  our  college  men  who 
get  to  Paris  two  admirable  concerts  were  held  at  the  club  during  the  winter, 
illustrated  lectures  were  given  on  such  subjects  as  "Light  Railways  in  "War," 
teas  were  held  each  Saturday  afternoon  to  which  ladies  were  admitted 
and  a  large  reception  was  given  to  the  leading  lights  in  Fernch  educa- 
tional circles.  The  Library  Committee  has  had  various  important  gifts. 
A  large  reading  room  on  the  first  floor  is  now  furnished  with  all  the  illus- 
trated magazines  while  the  newspapers  are  on  file  in  the  lounge  on  the 
ground  floor.  Professor  Vibbart  of  the  University  of  Michigan  has  taken 
charge  of  the  important  question  of  French  lessons  and  has  successfully  ar- 
ranged courses  to  be  taken  at  the  Union.  As  an  outgrowth  of  informal  con- 
ferences with  officers  of  the  American  University  Union,  Monsier  Petit 
Dutaillis,  Director  of  the  "Office  National  des  Universites  et  Ecoles  Fran- 
caises,"  has  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  American  Militars-  authorities  the  edu- 
cational machinery  of  France.  The  "Comite  des  French  Homes,"  whose  hon- 
orary president  is  Madame  le  Marechele  Joffre,  has  been  in  frequent  consulta- 
tion -with  the  officers  of  the  Union  as  to  the  plans  for  hospitality  towards 
Americans  in  the  provinces.  One  Section  of  the  committee  also  arranges 
for  French  hospitality  to  Americans  in  Paris. 

To  write  of  all  the  activities  of  the  Union  would  be  impossible  in  a  short 
article.  Of  course  the  main  ones  of  providing  a  residential  club  for  American 
college  men  in  Paris,  keeping  a  register  of  men  so  that  their  whereabouts  can

be  found  out  by  their  friends,  giving  personal  services  to  the  college  men  who 
frequent  the  Union,  acting  as  purchasing  agents  for  college  men  scattered  all 
over  France,  giving  financial  aid  in  deserving  cases  and  communicating  with 
the  friends  and  families  of  men  who  are  sick  and  wounded,  are  not  over- 
looked in  the  pursuit  of  newer  activities.  Several  Lehigh  men  complain  be- 
cause a  recent  army  order  prevents  their  going  to  Paris  while  on  leave  and 
thus  they  can  only  hope  to  use  the  Union  when  duty  takes  them  to  Paris. 
Unless  this  order  is  rescinded  it  may  be  necessary  to  establish  branches  of  the 
Union  in  other  French  cities.  But  meanwhile  don't  forget  to  register  by  mail, 
sending  your  name,  class,  college,  rank,  service  and  mailing  address  to  the 
American  University  Union,  18  Rue  de  Richelieu,  Paris.  It  may  lead  to  many 
of  your  friends  writing  you  or  meeting  you.  Use  the  Union  as  a  purchasing 
agent  for  things  you  want  from  Paris.  A  10  per  cent  charge  to  cover  the 
actual  cost  of  the  purchasing  bureau,  will  insure  you  intelligent,  careful  buy- 
ing and  shipping.  If  you  want  advice  or  help,  write  the  Union.  They  will 
give  it  cheerfully.  Finally,  use  the  Union  when  in  Paris.  It  will  make  your 
stay  there  pleasant  and  profitable.  Read  Lieut.  W.  A.  Richards'  letter  in  this 
issue  to  see  what  a  Lehigh  man  who  has  used  it  thinks  of  it.  It  is  your  club. 
Tour  dues  have  been  paid  by  the  Alumni  Association.  Make  it  your  home 
when  opportunity  serves. 

The  following  is  a  letter  from  Prof.  Paul  van  Dyke,  of  Princeton,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Union,  and  a  list  of  the  Lehigh  men  who  have  made  the  Union 
their  headquarters  up  to  April  15,  1918:

My  dear  Mr.  Okeson:  > 

Tour  letter  of  March  26,  to  Mr.  Alderfer,  our  staff  secretary,  has  just 
been  received.  Mr.  Alderfer  died  last  month,  in  the  American  Hospital  at 
Neuilly,  just  outside  of  Paris,  of  tubercular  meningitis.  This  was  a  great  loss 
to  us,  for  the  admirable  qualities  of  his  character  had  won  our  hearts  and  he 
also  showed  efficiency  in  his  work. 

"We  thank  you  for  the  message  you  have  sent  to  your  men  about  the 
University  Union,  where  we  are  always  glad  to  welcome  them.  We  thank  you 
also  for  the  lists  of  alumni  and  students  of  the  University  and  for  the  Alumni 
Bulletin  of  Lehigh  men  in  the  service. 

The  leaves  of  men  on  service  are  not  often  given  now  for  Paris,  but 
then  just  at  present  leaves  are  not  given  very  much  to  go  anywhere,  and  the 
whole  big  establishment  made  by  the  T.  M.  C.  A.  in  the  south  of  France  to 
receive  several  thousand  men  a  week  on  permission  has  been  largely  closed 
up  for  lack  of  clients.  In  spite  of  this  order  about  Paris  our  Union  is  always 
full  and  over  last  Sunday  we  had  119  new  registrations.  These  men  are  pass- 
ing through  on  their  way  from  one  service  to  another.  In  answer  to  your 
question  in  regard  to  establishing  headquarters  in  other  cities,  I  would  reply 
that  it  is  a  very  complicated  one,  and  one  which  must  be  considered  with 
great  care  because  of  the  possibility  of  just  such  sudden  shifts  as  I  have  re- 
ferred to.  We  have  established  headqarters  in  London  with  full  club  privi- 
leges, including  bed-rooms.  Whenever  it  is  clearly  indicated  that  such  an 
establishment  would  be  necessary  or  useful  in  any  other  locality  we  will  open 
one  there,  but  just  at  present  it  has  not  seemed  to  us  neccessary  or  wise  to 
do  so. 

The  list  of  which  you  spoke  of  the  Lehigh  men  who  have  registered  with 
us  will  be  supplemented  by  other  lists  sent  at  the  beginning  of  each  month, 
covering  the  past  month.  I  am  enclosing  the  list  to  April  15  and  trust  that 
the  letter  will  reach  you  in  time  to  print  the  list  in  the  May  Bulletin.     Any 
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other  service  that  we  can  do  for  you  or  your  men  we  shall  be  delighted  to  do.

LONDON  BRANCH,  AMERICAN  UNIVERSITY  UNION 

In  September,  1917,  through  the  efforts  of  Messrs.  Sheldon,  Grant  and 
Tweedy,  and  with  the  generous  co-operation  of  Mr.  Henry  King  Smith,  of  the 
Farmers'  Loan  &  Trust  Company,  a  London  Branch  Office  of  the  Union  was 
opened  at  16  Pall  Mall  East,  London,  S.  W.  I.  About  200  American  college 
men  have  already  registered  there.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Farmers' 
Loan  &  Trust  Co.,  the  entire  first  floor  has  now  been  given  over  to  the  Union. 
A  large  writing  and  reading  room,  plentifully  supplied  with  American  news- 
papers and  periodicals,  together  with  a  Bureau  of  Information  and  Registra- 
tion, will  be  open  from  9.30  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  (Saturday  till  1  p.m.)  A  duplicate 
file  of  all  registrations  in  the  Paris  office  will  be  kept  here.     The  office  will  be 
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in  charge  of  Professor  J.  TV.  Cunliffe,  of  Columbia  University,  who  has  been 
appointed  Director  of  the  London  Branch  of  the  Union. 

Excellent  hotel  arrangements  have  been  secured,  at  reduced  rates,  for  all 
American  college  men,  at  the  St.  James's  Palace  Hotel,  Bury  Street.  This  ho- 
tel is  admirably  situated  near  Piccadilly  Circus  and  not  far  from  the  Union 
office  at  16  Pall  Hall  East.  A  large  writing  and  reading  room  and  lounge  on 
the  ground  floor  is  reserved  for  the  exclusive  use  of  members  of  the  Union. 
Rooms  may  also  be  had  at  hotels  nearby  under  the  same  management.  The 
restaurant  of  the  St.  James's  Palace  Hotel  is  open  at  special  rates  to  members 
of  the  Union,  whether  or  not  they  occupy  rooms.  ■  The  St.  James's  Palace  Ho- 
tel will  thus  become  a  convenient  and  attractive  center  for  all  American  col- 
lege men  in  London. 

Oxford  and  Cambridge  Universities  have  appointed  representative  com- 
mittees of  hospitality  to  encourage  visits  to  them  by  American  college  men.

All  American  college  men  in  Great  Britain  are  urged  to  register,  either 
in  person  or  by  mail,  their  name,  college  and  class,  degree  (if  any),  and 
European  mail  address.  Registration  blanks  may  be  had  on  application  to 
the  London  office.

LINING  UP  LETTER  MEN 
Lehigh  Athletes  Wanted,  as  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Athletic  Directors  for  Overseas. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association  is  a  member  of  the  College 
Committee  on  Recruiting  Athletic  Directors.  This  committee  is  aiding  the 
T.  M.  C.  A.  to  answer  General  Pershing's  call  for  3  00  athletic  directors,  each 
capable  of  organizing  the  sports  for  2  000  men.  One  hundred  were  wanted  at 
once  and  on  April  18th  this  first  hundred  was  sent.  An  additional  thirty  or 
forty  must  be  sent  each  month.  Every  Lehigh  man  who  won  his  "L"  be- 
tween 190  0  and  1910,  unless  already  in  the  service,  was  written  to  by  Okeson 
and  many  have  responded.  A  number  have  been  recommended  to  Dr. 
George  J.  Fisher,  Director  of  the  Physical  Work  Bureau,  Y.  M.  C.  A  Head- 
quarters, New  York  City  for  appointment.  It  is  hoped  that  their  enthusiasm 
will  hold  out  and  their  qualifications  be  such  that  some  will  be  appointed  and 
go  to  France.  Certainly  Lehigh  must  do  her  part  in  this  "work.  Perhaps 
other  Lehigh  men  of  earlier  classes  than  1900  might  be  interested.  A  man 
must  be  over  the  draft  age,  not  have  German  or  Austrian  parents,  be  in 
good  physical  condition  and  have  the  knowledge  and  ability  to  organize  play 
or  sport  on  a  large  scale.  If  you  feel  yourself  qualified  and  desire  to  answer 
General  Pershing's  call  write  to  the  Alumni  Secretary,  Walter  R.  Okeson, 
Drown  Hall,  Bethlehem,  Pa. 

The  following  extract  from  an  article  in  the  New  York  Times  gives 
some  idea  of  the  composition  of  the  committee  and  the  work  it  is  trying 
to  do: 

"A  team  that  reads  like  one  of  "Walter  Camp's  Ail-American  football  se- 
lections of  fifteen  or  twenty  years  has  been  gathered  together  by-  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  to  tackle  one  of  the  biggest  problems  the  War  Department  must  s : live 
for  the  United  States  to  do  her  part  to  achieve  victory  for  the  Allies  in  the 
big  game  'over  there.' 
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"Prominent  on  the  roster  of  this  team,  which  calls  itself  the  College  Com- 
mittee on  Recruiting  Athletic  Directors,  are  Big  Bill  Edwards  and  Bummy 
Booth,  of  Princeton;  Brink  Thorne,  of  Yale;  Jackson  E.  Reynolds,  of  Stan- 
ford University;  Perry  D.  Trafford  and  Alden  S.  Thurston,  of  Harvard; 
Philip  M.  Brett,  of  Rutgers;  Robert  C.  Hill,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  George  R. 
Walker,  of  Bowdoin.  The  presence  of  E.  K.  Hall,  of  Dartmouth,  insures 
satisfaction  in  the  rules  department.  No  better  officials  could  be  obtained 
than  W.  S.  Langford,  of  Trinity,  and  "Walter  R.  Okeson  of  Lehigh. 

"This  committee  has  started  a  country  wide  campaign  for  the  recruiting 
of  college  athletics  who>  won  fame  in  the  days  that  indicate  that  they  are 
now  beyond  military  age.  Hundreds  of  men  are  needed  as  athletic  directors 
with  the  troops  overseas. 

"An  idea  on  which  they  are  basing  their  campaign  was  adopted  after 
Brink  Thorne  had  proved,  its  success  among  Yale  men.  He  compiled  a  list 
of  all  athletes  who  had  won  their  "Y"  at  Yale  between  1900  and  1910. 
Personal  letters  have  been  sent  to  every  man  on  the  list  and  responses  have 
been  more  numerous  than  the  most  optimistic  member  had  expected.  This 
idea  is  now  being  developed  to  cover  the  entire  country.  To  fill  the  immedi- 
ate demand,  made  by  various  army  commanders,  physical  directors  have  been 
detached,  from  duty  at  the  camps  and  cantonments  in  the  United  States  and 
sent  overseas.  The  stream  must  continue  to  flow,  not  only  to  the  sector 
hel|d  by  the  American  troops  but  to  the  Italian  and  French  fronts  as  well."

Commencement  Exercises 

On  Saturday  morning,  after  a  week  of  snow  and  rain,  with  the  Campus 
white  with  the  snow  which  had  fallen,  the  clouds  still  remained  unbroken. 
In  spite  of  the  weather  the  faithful  gathered  by  the  hundreds  and  their, 
loyalty  was  rewarded  by  a  grudging  sun  which  broke  through  the  clouds  as 
noon  approached.  At  10.30  the  Commencement  exercises  of  the  forty-ninth 
class  to  graduate  from  the  University  were  held  in  the  Chapel.  The  exer- 
cises were  opened)  with  prayer  by  Rev.  S.  N.  Kent,  Chaplain  of  the  University. 
He  was  followed  by  Arthur  E.  Meaker,  C.  E'.,  '75,  who  delivered  the  annual 
Alumni  Address.  It  was  a  rare  treat  for  the  older  Alumni  to  sit  there  and 
listen  to  the  old  familiar  voice  and  watch  the  gestures  that  brought  back 
memories  of  Meaker  "at  the  board"  explaining  a  problem.  Meaker's  address 
and  a  reproduction  of  his  photograph  will  appear  with  the  Alumni  Proceed- 
ings in  the  August  issue. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  by  Meaker  the  Senior  honors  were  an- 
nounced by  Prof.  Thornburg  as  follows:

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In  addition  to  the  degrees  granted  to  members  of  the  graduating  class,  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts  was  conferred  upon  Ralph  A.  Mautone,  B.A.,  B.D., 
of  Master  of  Science  upon  Y.  K.  Chiang,  E.M.,  and  the  honorary  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  was  granted  to  Arthur  E.  Meaker,  C.E.,  '75. 

In  presenting  Prof.  Meaker,  Prof.  Thornburg  said: 

"Arthur  E.  Meaker  entered  Lehigh  University  in  the  fall  of  1S71  as  a 
first  year  student  in  the  Civil  Engineering  course.  His  record  as  a  student 
was  very  high,  especially  in  Mathematical  and  Engineering  subjects.  At  the 
end  of  his  second  year  he  was  awarded  the  Wilbur  Scholarship,  then  as  now 
the  most  valuable  gift  at  the  disposal  of  the  University.  In  June,  1874,  and 
also  in  June,  IS 7 5,  he  was  appointed  a  University  Da3*  speaker  by  the  Faculty; 
he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer  in  June,  1875. 

"During  his  fourth  year  as  a  student  he  was  Secretary  to  Dr.  Coppee, 
the  President  of  the  University. 

"He  was  Instructor  in  Mathematics.  1S77-1897;  Asistant  Professor  in 
Mathematics  and  Astronomy,  1897-1907;  Professor  in  Mathematics  and 
Astronomy,  19  0  7-1914. 

"In  June,  1914,  he  withdrew  from  active  service  and  was  made  Emeritus 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy  by  the  Trustees. 

'For  3  7  years  Prof.  Meaker  served  Lehigh  University  successfully  and 
efficiently  as  a  teacher,  and  if  ever  any  son  of  Lehigh  deserved  to  be  honored 
by  her,  with  an  honorary  degree,  he  undoubtedly  does. 

"Mr.  President,  it  is  with  peculiar  personal  pleasure  that  I  present  to 
you  on  recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  Prof.  Arthur  E.  Meaker,  for  the 
honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Science." 

In  conferring  the  degree  on  Professor  Meaker,  President  Drinker  said: 
"Arthur  E.  Meaker — endeared  to  all  Lehigh  men  by  his  sympathetic  per- 
sonality,— esteemed  for  his  striking  and  notable  ability  as  a  teacher, — an 
exemplification  of  devotion  to  duty  and  thoroughness  and  honesty  in  work, 
which  he  has  done  so  much  by  precept,  teaching,  and  example  to  inculcate, — 
underlying  and  essential  principles  in  Lehigh's  training.  This  degree  is 
granted  in  testimony  of  the  affection  and  esteem  felt  for  him  by  the  Trustees, 
Faculty  and  Alumni  of  Lehigh,  and  is  a  tribute  we  are  all  glad  to  voice  to  one 
who  has  shown  himself  deserving  of  the  love  of  his  friends  and  the  gratitude 
of  the  many  whom  he  has  so  well  served  in  his  long  record  here  as  teacher 
and  preceptor.  YTe  have  brought  him  here  today  from  his  honored  retire- 
ment as  Professor  Emeritus  to  give  him  this  renewed  and  emphatic  ex- 
pression of  our  regard." 

The  Senior  degrees  were  conferred  on  seventy-four  men,  all  that  were 
left  from  a  large  class.  An  equal  number  of  men  who  entered  with  the  class 
had  left  college  during  the  past  twelve  months  to  enter  the  Army  or  Navy.

Promptly  at  one  o'clock  the  Alumni  sat  down  to  the  luncheon  given  by 
the  University  in  the  College  Commons.  It  was  a  real  surprise  to  find  that 
in  spite  of  the  discouraging  weather  a  splendid  crowd  of  four  hundred  and 
fifty  were  present.  They  seated  themselves  by  classes  to  the  music  rendered 
by  the  "Lehigh-Lo  Orchestra,  the  same  student  organization  which  had 
played  at  the  Bethlehem  Club  the  night  before.  The  Bethlehem  Steel  Band 
had  been  engaged,  but  after  a  week  of  snow  and  rain  it  was  decided  to  cancel 
this  engagement.  Rt.  Rev.  E.thelbert  Talbot,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Bethle- 
hem, pronounced  a  blessing  in  an  eloquent  opening  prayer.  Then  in  swelling 
choruses  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  was  sung  and  the  diners  settled  down 
into  their  seats  to  do  justice  to  the  excellent  repast  provided.  A  program  of 
songs  had  been  arranged  and  at  every  place  was  a  leaflet  giving  the  order 
and  the  words.  Led  by  the  new  members,  the  class  of  1918, one  song  followed 
another  throughout  the  Luncheon.  When  it  came  to  "Keep  the  Home  Fires 
Burning,"  Charlie  Taylor  took  the  post  of  leader  and  the  chorus  well  nigh 
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raised  the  roof.  A  more  enthusiastic  crowd  never  attended  an  Alumni 
Luncheon  and  when  Dr.  Drinker  arose  to  act  as  toastmaster  he  received  an 
ovation  that  equalled,  if  it  did  not  excell,  any  he  has  received  in  the  past, 
from  the  men  who  love  him  so  deeply, — the  Alumni  of  Lehigh.  Dr.  Drinker 
spoke  briefly  of  the  work  that  Lehigh  is  doing  in  the  war.  He  told  of  the 
training  camp  for  the  soldiers  to  be  established,  of  which  a  full  description  is 
given  elsewhere  in  this  number,  of  our  ship-building  course  and  our  Radio 
school  and  then,  introduced  "Tim"  Hukill,  President  of  the  "baby"  Alumni 
class,  1918.  Hukill,  made  a  splendid  address,  speaking  like  a  trained  veteran. 
He  was  followed  by  Charlie  Taylor,  who  spoke  for  the  Trustees.  But  after  a 
few  sentences  he  was  carried  away  by  the  topic  uppermost  in  every  one's 
mind  and  heart  and  set  the  note  for  the  meeting  by  eloquently  telling  of 
America's  duty.  One  sentence  burned  its  meaning  into  every  mind  "Belgium 
and  Northern  France  are  covered  with  the  slime  of  the  beast."  What  we 
must  do  to  drive  out  this  beast  and  make  clean  and  sweet  again  the  fair  coun- 
try it  has  defiled  was  the  substance  of  this  stirring  speech.  W.  D.  B.  Ainey, 
'87,  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  in  a  wonder- 
ful speech  pled  for  the  preservation  of  national  ideals,  without  which  all  the 
sacrifices  we  are  making  in  this  war  will  be  in  vain.  He  pointed  out  Lehigh's 
part,  the  part  every  college  should  play,  in  the  upholding  of  these  ideals  on 
which  our  nation  was  founded  and  through  whose  fostering  influence  it  grew 
in  dignity  and  strength  of  national  character.  Walter  R.  Okeson,  Secretary 
of  the  Alumni  Association  then  spoke  of  the  service  the  Alumni  are  rendering 
their  country  in  this  great  crisis.  Especially  he  emphasized  the  service  of  800 
Lehigh  men  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  and  the  vital  need  for  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation to  increase  and  extend  the  support  it  Is  giving  to  its  men  in  the  ser- 
vice. F.  A.  Daboll,  '96,  the  newly  elected  President  of  the  Association,  spoke 
earnestly  of  the  necessity  of  unity  in  the  support  of  our  men  at  the  front  and 
the  University  at  home.  The  keen  interest  in  Lehigh  of  the  boys  in  the  ser- 
vice should  be  an  example  to  us  who  are  not  in  uniform.  He  emphasized  the 
fact  that  this  coming  year  the  Alumni  must  unite  in  a  greater  and  more  ear- 
nest effort  to  make  the  Association  a  real  stay  and  support  to  the  University 
and  an  efficient  instrument  in  helping  to  keep  up  the  morale  of  the  Lehigh 
men  on  the  firing  line.  Professor  H.  R.  Reiter  spoke  for  the  Faculty  and 
made  a  fiery,  ringing  speech  on  the  need  for  physical  education  so  that  our 
armies  shall  not  lack  real  men.  "You  can  make  rifles  in  a  few  weeks,  cannon 
and  airplanes  in  a  few  months,  build  a  battleship  in  a  year,  but  it  takes  twen- 
ty-one years  to  make  a  man."  "Bosey"  told  of  the  great  work  Lehigh  has 
been  doing  to  fit  her  men  physically,  and  the  records  of  the  physical  exami- 
nations of  our  boys  who  have  enlisted  has  shown  that  this  work  has  been 
grandly  done.  The  patriotic  enthusiasm  of  the  audience  which  had  been  ris- 
ing as  the  speeches  followed  one  after  another  broke  all  bounds  when  Cap- 
tain A.  Wells  Ingram,  of  the  British  Red  Cross,  was  introduced.  Rising  with 
him  they  cheered  him  to  the  echo  and  then  joined  in  singing  "God  save  the 
King,"  followed  by  a  verse  of  "America."  The  Captain's  speech  was  wonder- 
ful. Having  gone  to  the  front  in  the  early  part  of  the  war  he  had  served  dur- 
ing the  terrible  days  when  the  Germans  were  trying  to  break  the  British  line 
and  reach  the  Channel  ports.  Then  he  had  gone  to  Serbia  and  been  with  the 
Serbian  army  both  before  and  during  the  disastrous  retreat  before  the  Ger- 
man, Austrian  and  Bulgarian  hordes.  With  a  vast  and  terrible  experience  to 
draw  from  and  being  endowed  with  a  keen  sense  of  humor  he  kept  the  audi- 
ence in  a  mixture  of  tears  and  laughter  and  played  upon  their  emotions  as  a 
master  musician  plays  on  his  chosen  instrument.  Then  Dr.  Price,  '70,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  gave  a  short  talk  summing  up  in  a  few 
words  the  ideals  of  patriotism  and  service  touched  on  by  the  previous  speak- 
ers. 

Award  of  the  Reunion  Cup 
The  speaking  having  been  completed,  Walton  Forstall,  '91,  Chairman  of 
the  Award  of  the  Reunion  Cup  Committee,  arose  to  announce  the  third  award 
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of  this  Cup.  He  stated  that  this  year  the  combine,  into  which  the  even  num- 
bered classes  seemed  to  have  entered  for  the  winning  of  the  cup,  was  broken, 
as  the  trophy  was  won  by  the  Class  of  1883,  who  brought  back  to  their  35th 
reunion  9  men  out  of  a  possible  41,  or  a  percentage  of  22.  This  is  a  splendid 
showing  for  a  class  out  of  college  so  long,  '88,  which  brought  back  17  men, 
was  second  in  the  contest,  and  '89,  with  12  men,  a  very  close  third  in  percent- 
age. The  chairman  of  the  Award  Committee  then  called  on  W.  R.  Hall,  of 
the  Class  of  1902,  the  holders  of  the  Cup,  to  turn  it  over  to  H.  A.  Borterfield, 
of  the  winning  class. 

The  Luncheon  closed  with  the  singing  of  the  Alma  Mater,  and  then,  in 
spite  of  the  sloppy  condition  of  the  ground,  the  Alumni  paraded  to  the  Ath- 
letic Field  to  witness  a  championship  game  of  Lacrosse  between  Lehigh  and 
Swartbmore.  As  the  game  was  won  by  Lehigh,  3-0,  the  exercises  were 
brought  to  a  pleasant  close. 

Class  Reunions 

Naturally  there  were  few  class  reunions.  '87  had  held  a  30-year  reunion 
last  June;  '69,  '70  and  '71  have  not  enough  living  members,  and  the  classes  of 
'06,  '07,  '08,  '09  and  '16  have  so  many  men  in  the  service  that  it  was  impossi- 
ble for  them  to  pull  off  a  real  reunion.  However,  these  classes  had  a  chance 
to  get  together  at  the  general  reunion  at  the  Bethlehem  Club. 

Class  of  1883 

No  special  dinner  was  arranged  but  most  of  the  returning  members  went 
to  the  Bethlehem  Club  on  Friday  night,  when  they  got  together  and  planned 
their  surprise  party — the  winning  of  the  Reunion  Cup. 

Class  of  1888 

A  reunion  banquet  was  held  in  one  of  the  upstairs  dining  rooms  of  the 
Bethlehem  Club  on  Friday  night,  with  17  members  present.  From  8  until 
11  o'clock  they  kept  themselves  free  from  the  contaminating  influences  of  the 
other  classes  who  were  celebrating  downstairs.  But,  finally,  having  exhausted 
■their  class  reminiscences  they  adjourned  and  joined  the  crowd  in  the  base- 
ment and  helped  swell  the  reunion  of  the  Class  of  '66.

On  Saturday  night,  at  the  Lehigh  Country  Club,  a  dozen  '89  men  assem- 
bled for  their  reunion  dinner.

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Editor's  Page 


As  Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association,  I  receive  many  letters  from  our 
members  stating  their  desire  to  aid,  in  any  way  possible,  in  the  work  we  are 
doing.  A  definite,  concrete  method  of  aiding  our  work  of  supporting  Le- 
high's soldiers  and  sailors  is  outlined  in  the  open  letter,  in  this  number,  from 
the  President  of  the  Alumni  Asociation,  Fred  A.  Daboll.  If  a  man  at  the 
front,  where  a  letter  or  news  of  any  kind  is  a  Gold-send,  should  receive  once 
a  week  a  cheery,  newsy  letter  from  some  Lehigh  man  at  home,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  it  would  be  of  inestimable  value  in  giving  him  the  moral  sup- 
port that  every  one  of  us  needs  when  undertaking  a  hard  job. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  dilate  on  this.  The  value  of  a  regular  system  of 
such  letter  writing  is  too  obvious.  However,  there  is  one  point  that  occurs 
to  me  that  Daboll  has  not  covered.  We  are  planning  to  look  after  the  placing 
of  our  men  in  'desirable  positions  on  their  return  from  the  front.  Many  of 
them  are  young  men  who  do  not  have  the  associations  and  connections  neces- 
sary to  obtaining  easily  a  position  they  are  fitted  to  fill.  Corresponding  with 
a  number  of  the  older  Lehigh  men  at  home  will  give  them  a  wider  acquaint- 
ance and  will  enable  these  older  men  to  guage  something  of  the  character  and 
capacity  of  the  boys  they  are  corresponding  with.  A  great  step  will  be  taken 
towards  carrying  out  our  plans,  for  every  Lehigh  man  in  uniform  will  have  a 
number  of  Lehigh  men  who  will  feel  a  personal  interest  in  him  and  a  real  de- 
sire to  aid  the  Association  in  placing  him  to  the  best  advantage.  Our  files 
will  tell  us  just  who  these  men  are,  for  it  is  our  intention  to  keep  track  of  this 
correspondence.  What  we  want  from  you  is  a  pledge  to  write  one  letter  a 
week,  or,  if  that  is  imposible,  one  letter  a  month,  to  the  men  whose1  names 
and  addresses  we  send  you.  Of  course  you  may  wish  to  write  many  more 
than  this.  If  so,  all  the  better.  Butour  records  will  show  that  Private  John 
Smith  has  been  receiving  letters  from  six  to  eight  or  ten  different  Lehigh 
men.  The  ocupation  blank  we  intend  sending  to  every  man  in  the  service  to 
fill  out  will  show  his  previous  experience  and  give  his  preference  as  to  char- 
acter of  work  and  location.  When  he  comes  home  we  will  turn  at  once  to  the 
man  who  seems  in  the  best  position  to  aid  him,  and  with  this  man's  help  can 
place  him  quickly  and  well. 

Now  whether  this  plan  for  supporting  our  boys  on  the  firing  line  is  a 
success  or  not  depends  entirely  on  the  response  which  we  receive  from  our 
members.  We  have  almost  a  thousand  men  in  the  service.  Before  the  year 
is  over  at  least  half  of  them  will  be  in  France.  Fifty  or  a  hundred  volunteers 
will  be  of  little  aid  in  carrying  out  our  ambitions  project.  We  need  at  least 
500  men  who  will  enroll  for  this  work.  How  earnest  are  you  in  your  protests 
that  you  desire  nothing  more  than  to  spend  and  be  spent  in  your  Country's 
service?  Here  is  a  chance  to  do  much  to  keep  up  the  courage  and  morale  of 
Uncle  Sam's  fighting  men.  A  chance  also  to  do  for  the  boys  from  your  own 
family  who  are  doing  the  fighting  for  you  and  me,  who  have  actually  taken 
our  place  in  the  trenches.  A  half  hour  a  week!  Can  you  spare  so  much? 
You  certainly  can,  and  I  know  you  will  gladly  spare  it,  only  I  suppose  you  will 
first  make  me  write  you  a  personal  letter  telling  you  all  over  again  what  Da- 
boll has  said  in  his  letter  and  I  have  said  in  this  editorial.  But  if,  by  any 
chance,  you  volunteer  at  once  your  help  will  be  double,  for  it  will  save  us 
much  time  in  getting  this  scheme  working.  Another  thing.  We  want  each 
man  at  the  front  to  get  letters  from  men  of  his  own  time  in  college  as  well 
as  from  older  men.  Therefore,  if  there  are  men  in  the  service  you  know  and 
wish  to  write  to,  mention  their  names  and  they  will  be  included  on  the  list 
we  senjd  you. 

This  is  a  tremendous  job  we  are  undertaking  with  an  enormous  lot  of  de- 
tail to  it.     As  we  view  it,  we  feel  keenly  the  need  of  eager,  enthusiastic  aid. 
Can  we  count  on  you?     If  so,  write  the  Secretary  at  once.

With  The  American  Army,  May  15. 
— This  was  a  day  of  glory  for  Captain 
D.  M.  K.  Peterson,  American  Aviator. 
He  was  among  a  group  of  American 
fliers  decorated  with  the  Croix  de 
Guerre  this  afternoon,  and  when  he 
received  it  from  the  hands  of  a 
French  General  he  wore  the  suit  in 
which  he  had  brought  down  two  Ger- 
man airplanes  single-handed  a  short 
time  before.  This  cross,  of  course 
was    awarded     for     another      exploit. 

Captain  Peterson  was  above  the 
German  lines  just  at  noon  when  he 
Baw  two  German  avions  approaching 
in  the  direction  of  the  American 
forces.  Being  alone,  he  went  to  an 
altitude  of  5,000  meters  and  waited 
for  the  Germans  traveling  below.  The 
day  was  perfect  the  sun  shining 
brightly,  and  the  atmosphere  was 
clear,  but  the  Germans  did  not  see 
Peterson. 

When  the  German  fliers  had  passed 
him  the  American  dived  vertically  5  00 
meters  at  the  hindmost  one.  When 
almost  on  him  he  started  his  machine 
gun  going  and  in  a  moment  the  Ger- 
man was  going  groundward  in  flames. 
Captain  Peterson  had  fired  sixty  bul- 
lets. 


As  he  checked  his  flight  he  saw  that 
the  other  German  had  looped  and 
was  after  him,  coming  straight  and 
fast.  He  looped  upward  through  a 
stream  of  German  bullets  and  got  on 
top. 

During  a  quick  turn,  Peterson 
darted  after  his  ppponent,  when  the 
German  sprang  a  new  trick  in  aerial 
warfare.  He  turned  loose  a  smoke 
box,  which  acted  like  those  steam- 
ships carry  against  the  U-boats,  and 
put  himself  behind  a  thick  cloud. 

Peterson  passed  him  and  looped 
again,  with  his  machine  gun  going. 
He  got  ahead  of  the  German,  who 
swerved  quickly,  but  Peterson's 
stream  of  bullets  literally  severed  one 
of  the  wings  of  the  German  machine, 
and  it  fell  with  the  severed  wing  flut- 
tering after.  Peterson  had  brought 
down  both  German  fliers  in  five  min- 
utes. 

Pershing's  Official  Report

Section  B — Particulars  concerning 
bringing  down  hostile  airplanes  at 
about  noon  May  15,  previously  re- 
ported, when  aviators  were  waiting 
for  French  General  who  was  coming 
to   confer  decorations,   are  as  follows: 

While  waiting,  Captain  Peterson 
made  an  ascent  and  encountered  two 
German  planes  and  shot  down  both 
within  one  minute,  firing  sixty  shots 
at  the  first  and  fifteen  at  the  second. 
First  plane  burst  to  flames  before 
hitting  ground,  and  wings  of  second 
were  seen  to  crumple  up  when  near- 
ing  earth.  No  definite  information 
concerning  third  hostile  plane  re- 
ported   brought   down.

Harry  Johnson,  '17,  Decorated  by  the 
French 

Harry  F.  W.  Johnson,  '17,  member 
of  the  Lafayette  Escadrille,  who  was 
wounded  in  January  in  a  fight  with 
German  airmen,  as  reported  in  the 
February  Bulletin,  has  been  cited  for 
bravery  by  the  French  command  and 
has  received  the  Medal  Militaire  and 
Croix  de  Guerre,  highly  coveted 
marks  of  distinction.  Johnson  was 
wounded  in  a  fight  against  superior 
German  forces  but  in  spite  of  his 
wound  successfully  manouevered  his 
machine  so  as  to  make  a  landing  back 
of  the  French  lines.  He  is  making  a 
nice  recovery  and  hopes  to  soon  be 
back  in  service.  The  latest  report  Is 
that  he  has  been  transferred  to  the 
American  Army  as  a  1st  Lieut,  in  the 
Aviation  Section. 

The  Captain    J.    E.    Miller    Reported 
Killed  not  Miller,  '93 

The  report  from  General  Pershing 
that  Captain  J.  E.  Miller  of  the  En- 
gineers had  been  killed  in  action  led 
us  to  fear  it  was  our  Captain  James 
E.  Miller,  also  of  the  Engineers.  It 
was  so  announced  on  Alumni  Day  but 
the  Monday  following  comes  a  letter 
from  Miller  from  France.  However 
the  date  of  March  16th  was  not  reas- 
uring  as  the  report  was  subsequent  to 
that  date.  A  letter  from  his  wife 
however  allayed  our  fears  which  for 
a  time  had  been  hers  also.  As  she 
had  just  changed  her  address  pre- 
vious to  that  report  and  had  not  yet 
notified  the  War  Department,  she 
feared  that  a  notice  had  been  sent  to 
her  old  address.  Fortunately  she  is 
now  living  in  Washinton  and  was  able 
to  get  the  War  Department  on  the 
phone  at  once  and  was  informed  that 
the  Captain  Miller  killed  was  "not  the 
man  you  are  looking  for". 

"Hands  Across  the  Sea''

completion  of  the  first  "155"  gun  built 
by  the  French  Government  for  the 
American  armies  in  France.  This 
field  piece,  of  the  most  modern  char- 
acter and  mounted  on  rubber-tired 
wheels,  appears  in  the  back-ground 
with  its  American  crew. 

On  the  Italian  Front. 

Robert  C.  Cory  '20,  who  was  with 
the  French  Army  from  June  to  De- 
cember, 1917,  in  the  Norton-Harges 
Ambulance  Corps,  is  now  in  the 
Italian  Ambulance  Service  of  the  Red 
Cross,  Section  4.  From  December  20, 
1917,  to  February  1,  1918,  he  was  in 
the  U.  S.  Naval  Aviation  Headquarters 
in  Paris,  but  since  February  1,  has 
beeh  an  ambulance  driver  attached  to 
the  1st  Italian  army.

It  was  quite  different 
from  shelling  for  all  one  hears  is  the 
whir  of  propellers  and  the  explosion 
of  large  amounts  of  explosives,  their 
shafts  of  light  shoot  around  through 
the  air  searching  for  the  machines 
and  the  anti-aircraft  guns  begin  to 
fire.  One  sees  the  flash  of  the  ex- 
plosion of  their  shells  and.  if  the  night 
is  very  clear,   some  smoke. 

We  have  been  working  hard  on 
technical  work  lately.  The  French 
army  takes  only  technical  men  for 
this  work,  usually  also  officers  from 
the  heavy  artillery.  Olur  new  ob- 
server is  such  an  officer.  He  was  an 
engineer  in  civil  life  and  for  the  first 
two  years  of  the  war  was  an  artillery 
officer.  Our  maneuvering  officer  left 
yesterday. 

I  was  out  visiting  a  heavy  battery 
the  other  day  when  the  Bosche  began 
to  shell  all  the  crossings  and  towns  on 
the  road  home.  It  was  just  as  I  was 
starting  so  I  waited  until  the  fun  sub- 
sided. After  a  little  experience  one 
can  almost  tell  as  they  go  overhead 
just  where  the  shells  are  going,  for 
the  Germans  have  certain  selected 
favorite  spots  where  there  is  much 
work  and  traffic,  which  they  shell 
every  few  hours. 

A  young  New  Zealand  aviator  had 
an  accident  and)  smashed  his  machine 
right  close  to  us  the  other  day.  He 
and  two  others  had  gone  sixty  miles 
into  the  German  lines  looking  for  a 
fight.  On  their  way  back  his  motor 
failed  and  he  just  glided  back  beyond 
the  lines.  He  injured  his  machine  by 
volplaning  into  the  telegraph  lines. 
When  he  landed  he  thought  he  was 
in  the  German  lines  for  he  was  thirty- 
five  miles  north  of  his  sector  and 
didn't  know  the  country,  but  when  he 
saw  four  Americans  he  was  much  re- 
lieved. He  'phoned  for  a  truck  to 
come  and  get  him  and  his  machine, 
but  his  two  companions  had  gotten 
back  before  he  could  get  a  line  and 
the  truck  had  started. 


January  26,  1918. 
Yesterday  we  visited  some  ground 
observatories  about  6  00  yards  from 
the  German  lines  and  watched  the 
observers  regulating  our  batteries, 
which    were    destroying   some    battery 


emplacements  which  the  Germans 
were  trying  to  build.  A  captain  from 
the  Army  Corps  Artillery  headquar- 
ters accompanied  us  and  explained 
everything  thoroughly. 

We  could  see  the  Bosche  working 
in  a  couple  of  places  and  a  shell  burst 
directly  behind  three  Germans  in  a 
working  party  as  I  was  watching 
them.  The  Germans  did  not  counter- 
battery  much,  perhaps  because  most 
of  them  were  working. 

As  we  came  back  up  the  road  to- 
ward home  the  15  5's,  which  are  about 
equivalent  to  a  six-inch  gun,  were 
banging  right  in  our  faces,  but  they 
sound  much  better  that  way  than 
they  do  when  one  hears  the  explosion 
which  has  a  ring  to  it  almost  like  a 
bell  and  then  in  a  few  seconds  the 
whistle  comes  nearer  and  nearer  and 
as  it  goes  overhead,  if  you  are  in  the 
line  of  fire,  it  makes  a  rising  and  fall- 
ing whiz  which  really  sounds  more 
like  the  word  whiz  repeated  just  as 
.fast  as  you  can,  than  anything  else. 
There  is  a  little  emphasis  on  the  z. 

On  the  way  back  we  visited  one 
battery  of  loo's  which  we  had 
watched  shelling.  It  is  quite  a  nice 
rifle  and  perhaps  the  most  picturesque 
of  the  guns.  The  guns  are  moved  by 
tractors  and  are  mounted  on  steel 
carriages  six  or  eight  feet  high  with 
great  caterpillar  wheels. 

Last  night  the  Bosche  came  back 
and  shelled  our  cantonment  and  sur- 
rounding parques  and  depots  liber- 
ally. They  drove  us  out  twice,  forcing 
us  to  spend  nearly  all  night  in  the 
nearby  open  fields.  The  fire  was  regu- 
lated by  aviators. 

The  aviators  held  another  bombing 
party  until  2  o'clock,  their  principal 
objective  being  a  big  railroad  center 
and  supply  depot  eighteen  miles  be- 
hind the  front  lines.  They  were  also 
shelling  this  city  with  a  16-inch  rifle, 
probably  on  a  railway  carriage.  They 
didn't  want  us  to  get  up  and  locate 
the  rifle  whose  position  it  would  be 
hard  for  our  aviators  to  determine  at 
night  because  of  their  unstability.

Theodore  Stevens,  '86,  Writes  of 
American  University  Dinner  in 
London 

London,  March  15,  1918.

Dear  Sir: 

I  enclose  my  dues  to  Lehigh  Alumni 
Association.  I  think  you  will  be  in- 
terested to  hear  that  last  evening, 
March  14,  at  the  Criterion  Restaurant, 
London,  two  hundred  American  uni- 
versity men  dined  together  and  listened 
to  four  speakers:  Toastmaster,  John 
Blair  MacAfee,  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; The  Rt.  Bon.  the  Viscount 
Bryce,  P.  C,  O.  M.,  D.  C.  L.,  Honorary 
Degrees  from  Harvard,  etc.,  etc.;  Dr. 
Russell  H.  Chiltenden,  Yale  University; 
Professor  George  Henry  Nettleton, 
Yale  University;  intermingled  with 
college  yells  and  music  by  Mr.  Ander- 
son, of  Cornell. 

The  men  were  grouped  at  branches 
off  the  main  table  in  the  following 
order:

Viscount  B'ryce's  speech  was  charm- 
ingly eloquent.

He 
impressed  upon  us,  as  it  should  be 
impressed  on  every  individual  among 
all  the  Allies,  that  we  never  have 
reasonably  attended  to  efficiency  from 
the  food  we  eat  to  the  output  of  energy 
from  each  one. 

For  two  and  a  half  years  Germans 
have  lived  on  2000  calories  per  person 
per  day  while  we  have  been  consuming 
3000  calories. 

If  we  will  each  eat  only  what  will 
ensure  the  highest  efficiency  of  brain 
and  body  we  can  also  relieve  the  ship- 
ping situation  to  the  extent  of  4% 
millions  of  tons  per  annum,  and  with 
positive  advantage  to  our  health.  . 

[He  put  cereal  consumption  of  Allies 
at  15  ounces  per  day  per  head.  He 
asserts  that  11  ounces  is  a  correct  "in- 
put" for  best  efficiency.  This  saving  of 
four  ounces  per  head  per  day  for  the 
12  5  million  Allies,  60  per  cent,  of 
whose  cereals  come  over  seas,  gives 
this  saving  in  transport.] 

He  believes  that  not  one  hundred, 
among  235,000,000  Allies  realize  the 
absolute  and  immediate  necessity  for 
this  economy  in  food. 

He  is  certain  that  by  thus  "eating 
less"  everyone  will  "look  better,  feel 
better,  and  help  to  win  the  war." 

The  existing  London  Committee  of 
The  American  University  Union  was 
re-elected  with  power  to  add  to  its 
number  and  to  continue  its  excellent 
work.

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SOME  PERTINENT  SUGGESTIONS 

This  letter  from  Lieutenant  L.  B. 
Herr,  '18,  to  Professor  Howard.  Eck- 
feldt,  '95,  gave  us  great  pleasure  as  it 
suggests  the  doing  of  two  things 
which  we  have  already  taken  up.  We 
joined  the  American  University  Union 
last  November,  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation assuming  the  dues,  and  we  have 
been  for  some  time  planning  the  plac- 
ing of  our  men  in  positions  on  their 
returw  from  the  war. 

Somewhere   in   France 

March   5,   1918. 
My  dear  Skipper: 

After  my  leave  of  two  weeks  last 
December,  I  went  straight  to  France 
and  after  an  uneventful  trip  across 
and  through  England,  I  arrived  in 
France.  Since  that  time  I  have  at- 
tended a  school  of  anti-air  craft  Ar- 
tillery. I  presume  that  I  will  be 
attached  to  this  branch.  I  have  also 
spent  some  little  time  at  the  front  on 
observation  w.ork  and  at  present  am 
with  the  British. 

The  work  is  very  interesting  and  is 
very  involved,  as  all  sorts:  of  calculat- 
ing instruments  have  to  be  used.  It  is 
quite  a  problem  as  the  airplanes  are 
swiftly  moving  targets  in  three  planes. 
Such  things  as  wind  also  must  be  al- 
lowed for. 

I  have  made  several  journeys  by 
rail  through  France  where,  as  you 
know,  the  cars  consist  'Of  a  series  of 
compartments  holding  about  six  or 
eight  persons  each.  Traffic  is  on  the 
left  side  of  the  railroad  and  on  the 
right  side  for  the  streets  and  roads. 
In  England  both  are  on  the  left.  One 
meets  interesting  people  on  such 
journeys.  They  may  be  from  the  four 
corners  of  the  world. 

There  is  plenty  of  good  food,  to  be 
had  and  as  a  rule  I  have  been  very 
comfortable. 

This  reminds  me  that  there  is,  in 
Paris,  a  very  popular  stopping  place 
with  the  Americans,  the  Royal  Palais 
Hotel,  8  rue  de  Richelieu.  This  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  American  Uni- 
versity Union  who  run  the  place. 
There  are  bureaus  from  many  of  the 
larger  colleges,  such  as  Yale,  Will- 
iams, Michigan,  etc.,  where  informa- 
tion, etc.,  can  be  had.  They  also  have 


little  informal  dinners  and  such.  I  do 
not  know  a  great  deal  about  it  but 
have'  stopped  there  and  found  it  very 
comfortable  and  cheap.  Lehigh  has, 
as  yet,  no  bureau  of  any  sort  there.  I 
am  only  metioning  this  as  there  is 
quite  a  little  of  this  get-together  spirit 
among  college  and  fraternity  men  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  a  fine 
thing  for  Dr.  Drinker  to  look  into  just 
what  are  the  prospects  in  this  line  so 
that  Lehigh  will  get  in  on  anything  on 
the  ground  floor,  where  she  belongs. 
Such  things  as  these  must  be  only  the 
merest  side-lines  in  the  great  business 
we  have  on  hand  but  nevertheless  for 
men  on  leave  and  traveling  it  would 
be  a  mighty  fine  thing  to  know  in  just 
what  organiaztion  or  part  of  France 
some  of  his  old  pals  from  college  are 
located.  Then  there  are  a  lot  of  other 
ways  in  which  such  things  are  of 
value.  So  far  as  I  know,  Paris  is  the 
only  place  where  there  are  any  or- 
ganizations or  bureaus  of  this  sort.  In 
this  connection  I  want  to  mention  the 
great  work  that  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  do- 
ing over  here.  One  never  goes  to  a 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  hut  or  building  that  is  not 
crowded. 

Among  English  officers  and  soldiers 
there  has  been  some  provisions  made 
for  jobs  after  the  war.  In  fact,  on 
their  service  records  they  state  a  pre- 
ference for  the  type  of  employment 
desired.  Do  you  not  think  it  would  be 
a  fine  thing  for  the  authorties  at  Le- 
high to  get  up  some  sort  of  a  list  of 
Lehigh  men  and  organize  a  little  a- 
long  this  line?  This  especially  ap- 
plies to  men  serving  their  country  in 
France.  It  may  be  that  after  the  ter- 
mination of  the  war,  due  to  the  large 
numbers  of  men  here  it  would  take  a 
long  time  to  get  all  the  men  back. 
Some  deserving  men  might  lose  out 
altogether  and  a  gross  injustice  be 
done.  No  doubt  much  has  already 
been  done  along  this  line  but  it  seems 
to  me  that  it  would  be  a  fine  thing 
for  Lehigh  to  work  up  her  own  views 
independently.

The  important  work  of  organizing 
the  Bombing  School  at  this  Post  has 
been  entrusted  to  me.

It  isn't  exceptionally  bright 
men  they  want  and  the  man  who  at 
college  spent  all  his  time  at  his  studies 
is  not  the  type  who  is  picked  as  an 
officer  here.  It  is  the  man  "who  is  ath- 
letically inclined,  with  good  physique 
and  ability  to  lead  and  handle  men. 
They  want  men  with  "pep"  and  men 
there  when  the  punch  comes  in,  as  you 
express  it.  Three  days  ago  the  in- 
structors here  (Majors)  were  notified 
to  pick  15  men  from  this  company  of 
120  who  were  absolutely  safe  bets  and 
sure  of  commissions.  Yours  truly  was 
one  of  the  lucky  fifteen  and  the 
youngest,  too.  More  and  more  I  realize 
that  that  training  we  get  out  there  in 
the  field  and  in  the  gymnasium,  getting 
hell  from  a  coach  and  being  coached, 
is  more  valuable  to  an  army  man  than 
all  the  other  departments  put  together.

Basketball 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  only  two 
men  were  left  from  last  year's  squad 
and  that  of  those,  the  Captain,  \Y.  A". 
McCarthy,  was  declared  ineligible  early 
in  the  season,  the  basketball  team  had 
a  considerable  measure  of  success.  Xo 
regular  coach  was  engaged  but  Cap- 
tain McCarthy  took  this  burden  on  his 
shoulders  and  to  his  efficient  work  plus 
the  splendid  playing  of  "Wysocki  at 
guard,  much  of  the  season's  success  is 
attributed.  On  the  home  floor  the 
team  lost  only  one  game,  pulling 
several  out  of  the  fire  by  remarkable 
rallies.  Away  from  home  on  strange 
floors,  the  inexperience  of  most  of  the 
players  was  fatal.  However,  a  total 
of  11  games  were  won  out  of  20,  and 
5 SI  points  were  scored  to  the  op- 
ponents' 58  3.  An  example  of  the  dif- 
ference in  the  playing  of  the  team  at 
home  and  away  is  shown  in  the  loss  of 
the  game  to  Army,  42-21,  while  the 
strong  Swarthmore  team,  which  had 
easily  beaten  the  Army  five,  was  de- 
feated by  Lehigh,  on  the  home  floor, 
five  days  after  the  Army  game.  The 
wind-up  of  the  season  was  a  victory 
over  Lafayette,  2  7-21. 

The  strongest  player,  as  stated,  was 
Wysocki,  who  was  chosen  as  guard  on 
the  All-American  College  team.  Hess, 
Donovan,  Maurer,  Straub  and  R.  Mc- 
Carthy all  played  a  good  game  and 
were  awarded  their  letter.  TV.  A".  Mc- 
Carthy, Captain  and  Coach,  and  J.  P. 
.Ambler,  Manager,  also  received  the 
basketball  "L."

Wrestling 
Under  the  able  coaching  of  "Billy" 
Sheridan,  an  absolutely  green  team 
was  developed  into  one  capable  of  tie- 
ing  for  second  place  in  the  Intercol- 
legiates.  Out  of  the  eight  meets  Le- 
high won  five,  scoring  135  points  to 
opponents'  104.  It  was  seldom  that  a 
Lehigh  man  had  his  shoulders  pinned 
to  the  mat  during  the  season.  In  the 
match  with  the  champion  Penn  State 
team  only  two  falls  were  registered 
against  Lehigh  to  the  one  they  secured 
but  four  decisions  were  given  against 
them.  In  the  finals  in  the  Intercol- 
legiates  for  first,  second  and  third 
places,  Lehigh  had  three  falls  against 
them  and  won  three  bouts  by  falls,  the 
rest  of  the  matches  being  decisions. 
Only  one  of  the  three  falls  which  Le- 
high won  was  for  first  place  and  this 
was  the  only  first  won  by  any  college 
except  Penn  State,  who  took  every 
other  first.  Therefore  while  Lehigh 
tied  for  second  place  with  Cornell,  with 
17  points,  their  record  was  the  bet- 
ter one,  including  as  it  did  the 
championship  in  the  125-pound  class. 
This  championship  was  won  by  Ken- 
neth M.  Bevier,  '19,  who  after  serving 
last  year  as  an  ambulance  driver  on 
the  French  front,  has  returned  to  col- 
lege to  finish  his  course.  Bevier  was 
Captain  of  the  team  and  its  premier 
wrestler.  He  won  ebery  bout  but 
one  he  wrestled  in  during  the  entire 
season.  He  has  been  elected  Captain 
of  the  1919  wrestling  team.  Inci- 
dentally he  will  be  President  of  next 
year's  Senior  Class.  In  recognition  of 
his  winning  the  125-pound  champion- 
ship, he  has  been  awarded  a  large  "L." 
The  other  members  of  the  wrestling

The  result 
is  to  leave  a  bad  taste  in  the  mouth 
of  visiting  teams  and  to  create  a  repu- 
tation for  Lehigh  she  does  not  de- 
serve. This  in  turn  renders  the  task 
of  the  managers  in  securing  desirable 
teams  on  their  schedules  harder  by 
far  than  it  would  be  if  uniformily 
courteous  and  sportsmanlike  treat- 
ment was  accorded  all  our  visiting 
rivals . 


Baseball  at  Lehigh  in  the  '70s 

Frank  P.  Stahr,  '78,  when  he  drop- 
ped into  the  office  recently  to  become 
a  Life  Member,  told  some  interesting 
tales  of  athletics  at  Lehigh  in  the  '70s. 
Stahr  was  catcher  on  the  base-ball 
team  and.  remembers  well  when  the 
colors  "Brown  ■  and  White"  were 
adopted  by  Lehigh.  H.  F.  Williams, 
'7  8,  was  the  first  to  propose  these  col- 
ors and  Stahr  says  that  they  were 
suggested  by  the  hosiery  of  a  popular 
young  lady  then  attending  the  "Fem- 
Sem".  By  the  way,  in  those  days  the 
catcher  was  not  allowed,  under  the 
rules,  to  wear  anything  on  his  hands 
and  this  rule  prevented  the  use  of 
gloves  until  after  both  mask  and 
chest  protectors  were  in  use.  The 
first  glove  was  unpadded,  with  leather 
tips.  Before  the  advent  of  masks  the 
catchers  used  a  rubber  mouth-piece. 
Stahr  first  used  a  leather  pump  valve 
which  he  cut  in  half.  After  he  left 
Lehigh  he  played  professional  ball 
with  Philadelphia,  Cleveland,  Pitts- 
burgh and  Albany.

C.  M.  Schwab  Placed  in  Full  Control 
of  Shipbuilding 

Charles  M.  Schwab,  Eng.D.  (Hon.), 
'14,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  on  April  16  was  appointed 
Director  General  of  the  Emergency 
Fleet  Corporation  with  sweeping  pow- 
ers. He  took  up  his  duties  on  April  18 
and  is  now  devoting  all  his  energies  to 
speeding  up  the  shipbuilding  program. 
As  a  result  of  the  new  regime  marked 
by  his  appointment,  Schwab  will  have 
practically  unlimited  powers  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  construction 
in  all  the  shipyards  of  the  nation  doing 
Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  work. 
An  immense  feeling  o-f  satisfaction 
swept  the  country  on  the  announce- 
ment of  Schwab's  appointment.  Al- 
ready this  feeling  is  justified  in  im- 
proved conditions  and  accelerated 
speed  in  the  shipyards.  Every  man  is 
being  made  to  feel  that  he  is  not  work- 
ing for  Schwab  but  with  him.  His 
wonderful  ability  to  get  the  very  best, 
in  fact  a  little  bit  better  than  the  best, 
out  of  every  man  will  mean  a  speeding 
up  in  the  yards  that  will  add  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  tons  to  our  yearly  out- 
put. This  sounds  like  exaggerated 
praise  but — watch  the  results.  He  has 
left  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation 
in  the  able  hands  of  E.  G.  Grace,  E.E., 
'99,  and  is  devoting  all  his  vast  ener- 
gies to  doing  this  work  without  re- 
muneration except  the  knowledge  of 
service  rendered  and  duty  done. 

The    University    and    Its     Connection 

Through  President  Drinker  With 
the  League  to  Enforce  Peace 

The  League  to  Enforce  Peace,  of 
which  ex-President  Taft  is  President, 
held  a  notable  nation-wide  convention 
in  Philadelphia  on  May  16  and  17,  en- 
titled the  "Win  the  "War  for  Perma- 
nent Peace"  convention. 

President  Drinker  has  been  an  ac- 
tive member  of  the  League  since  its 
foundation  in  Independence  Hall, 
Philadelphia,  in  June,  1915,  and  is, 
and  has  been  for  the  past  three  years, 
Chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  Branch 
of  the  League. 

The  League  is  essentially  a  militant 
organization.  It  declared  in  Septem- 
ber,  19 To,  in  favor  of  the  doctrine   of 


preparedness,  adequate  military  and 
naval  organization  and  strength  being 
essential  to  any  program  to  enforce 
and  maintain  peace  among  the  na- 
tions, and  the  League  looks  to  the 
formation  of  a  League  of  Nations  to 
deter  and  prevent  war  by  compelling 
disputing  nations  before  resorting  to 
war  to  consider  measures  of  concilia- 
tion and  adjustment  of  differences. 

There  has  been  a  disposition  in  the 
minds  of  some  people  to  rate  the 
League  as  a  Peace  or  Pacifist  Or- 
ganization. Nothing  could  be  further 
from  the  fact.  In  addition  to  the  fact 
that  his  executive  ability  and  energy 
were  wanted,  Dr.  Drinker  was  asked 
to  take  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
League  in  the  great  Keystone  State 
particularly  because,  through  his  ac" 
tive  and  prominent  connection  for 
the  past  five  years  with  the  National 
Military  Training  Camps  Association 
as  its  head,  he  was  recognized  and 
known  as  a  militant  man  at  the  head 
of  a  national  organization.

Dr.  Joseph  W.  Richards,  A.C.,  '86, 
M.S.,  '91,  Ph.D.,  '93,  was  re-elected  sec- 
retary of  the  Electorchemical  Society 
at  their  annual  meeting  held  at  Knox- 
ville,  Tenn.,  on  April  30,  1918. 

Chas.  M.  Case,  B.S.,  '92,  E.M.,  '9  3, 
Vice-President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Atlantic  Elevator  Co.,  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  is  now  one  of  Uncle  Sam's  "dol- 
lar-a-year"  men.  He  is  Assistant  to 
Director  of  Storage,  Storage  and  Traf- 
fic Division  of  the  General  Staff  of  the 
War  Department. 

Morris  L.  Cooke,  M.E.,  '95,  until  re- 
cently Chairman  of  the  Storage  Com- 
mittee of  the  "War  Industries  Board, 
has  joined  the  Staff  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  General  Manager  of  the 
Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  in 
charge  of  Organization  and  Methods.

Wolle,  and  we  follow  him  with  closest 
interest  as  he  deveops,  through  suc- 
cessive years,  the  choir  which  is  to  be 
world  famous.  Then  comes  the  lapse 
after  the  sixth  Festival,  when  Dr. 
Wolle  goes  to  California.  After  five 
years  comes  Charles  M.  Schwab,  the 
"doer  of  big  things  in  a  big  way,"  and 
Dr.  Wolle  is  brought  back  to  Bethle- 
hem and  once  again  the  Bach  Choir 
is  organized  with  twice  its  former 
membership  and  the  Seventh  Festival 
is1  held  in  Packer  Memorial  Chapel  of 
Lehigh  University;  and  so  the  history 
moves  forward  to  the  present  day 
when  we  stand  on  the  eve  of  the 
Fourteenth  Bach  Festival  to  be  held 
In  Lehigh's  beantiful  chapel  on  May 
24th  and  25.  The  book  closes  with  a 
short  sketch  of  the  many  prominent 
citizens  who  have  aided  Dr.  Wolle 
anjd  Mr.  Schwab  in  making  this  festi- 
val possible  and  successful.  It  is  not 
only-  an  authoritive  work  but  it  is  an 
interesting   book    and    one    that      will 


hold  the  readers'  attention,  and  thrill 
him  too,  if  he  has  any  pride  in  the 
fact  that  here  in  this  Pennsylvania 
town  is  being  held  yearly  a  musical 
festival  as  original  and  as  satisfying 
to  music  lovers  as  any  that  the  old 
world  with  its  centuries  of  musical 
traditions  has  produced.  As  to  the 
makeup  of  the  book  it  could  hardly 
have  been  better.  Binding,  paper, 
press-work  and  illustrations  are  all 
equally  good   in  quality  and  in   taste.
